Sections from the act to incorporate 


the Washington and Gettysburg Kail way 
Company are the following : 


That George W. Ciasel, Charles Jacob- 


son, Edgar P. Berry, John H. Gheen, 
George W. Harvey and James S. Mcll. 
henuy, of the District of Columbia, and 
Asa M. Stabler, John Miller, J. Enos 
Buy, Albert Gleason, E. G. Israel, ST. 
W. Williams, i'rank C. Drane, Ashley 
M G-ould, S. D. Waters, Francis Thom- 
as, Kobert H. Miller and O. A. Homer, 
of the State of Maryland, and T. Wil- 
liam Harris, of the State of New York, 
aud their associates and assigns be, and 
they are hereby, created a body corporate 
under the name of the Washington and 
Gettysburg Railway Company, and by 
that name shall have perpetual succes- 
sion, and be able to sue aud be sued, 
plead aud be impleaded, defend and be 
defended, in all courts of law and equity 
within the United States, and may make 
and use a common seal and alter the 
same at its pleasure, and generally to do 
and perform all auch acts and make all 
such arrangements and contracts as may 
be necessary for the purpose of its busi- 
ness. And said corporation is hereby 
authorized to construct, equip and oper- 
ate with the overhead-trolley system of 
electric motive power, or with other ap- 
proved puwer, a street railway for pas- 
senger and sraull-package freight trallic, 
excluding live stock and the hauling of 
steum railroad cars, with the necessary 
•switches, turn-outs, and other mechani- 
cal devices, iu the Bis'rict of Columbia'. 


That the main line, of the said railway 


company shall be commenced within one 
year from the passage of this Act, and 
completed, with cars running thereon, 
within two years from the passage ol 
this Act, and in default of such com- 
mencement or completion within the 
time in this section specified all rights, 
franchises, aud privileges granted by this 
Act shall iruoiediately cease and deter- 
mine. 


That wi'hin sixty days after the pas- 


sage of tins Act the corporators named 
in the first section, their associates, suc- 
cessors, orassigns, or amaj irityof them, 
or if any refuse or neglect to aot then a 
majority of the remainder, shall meet at 


venient and accessible place in 


the l)is'rlct of Columbia for the orga.ni- 
zation of said company and for the re- 
ceiving of subsciiptinns to the capital 
stock of the cnrapany. 


That the government aud direction of 


affairs of the company shall be vested in 
i board of directors, nine in number, 
who shall be stockholders of record, and 
who shall bold their office for one year, 
and until others are duly elected and 
qualified to take their places as directors; 
ind the said directors, a majority of 
who'i) shall be a quorum, shall elect one 
of their number to be president of the 
board, who shall also be president of the 
company ; and they shall also choose a 
vice-president, a secretary, and a treas- 
urer, who shall give bond with surety to 
said company in such sums as the said 
directors may require for the faithful 
•lischarge of his trusts. In the case of 
,1 vacancy in the board of Directors by 
the death, resignatian, or otherwise of 
any director, the vacancy occasioned 
thereby shall be Hied by the remaining 
directors. 


That said company is hereby author- 


ized to i"sue its capital stock not to ex- 
ceed the estimated cost of construction 
and equipment of its road in shares of 
fifty dollars each. 


A dispatch from Washington to the 


Balto. Sim, says: 


The incorporators of the Washington 


and Gettysburg Railway Company ap- 
peared before the commissioners to-day 
•hrough Dr A. C. Drane, and applied 
for an amendment to the bill pending. 
The company asks that the three lines 
proposed be consolidated, which will 
render tlie bonding of the road more 
easy. Dr. Drane said that the New 
York syndicate would furnish $100,000 
lor the first five iniles and would under- 
write bonds for the first seventy miles at 
420,000 a mile. He also said that the in- 
corporations in Maryland and the Dis- 
trict pledged $150,000 in subscriptions to 
stock to build tie city and suburban 
Hues. Dr. Drane also suited that some 
arrangement must be made to transfer 
the passengers from Brookland to the 
city before July 1, 1898, or the road 
ivonld be finished prior to that time, 
ivhicli is the limit fixed for the Ecking- 
lon read to equip its line with rapid- 
transit facilities.

CHANCES SAID 


TO BE GOOD. 


Rumors that Governor Hastings is un- 


der serious consideration by President- 
elect Me-Kinley in connection with a 
Cabinet portfolio have been extensively re- 
vived among the politicians lately. Accord- 
ing to the best information obtainable in 
political circles General Hastings' name 
has never bten absolutely dropped by the 
distinguished statesman at Canton since it 
was originally submitted

This will be continued 
during the coming four years. 


NO MONET FOB SCHOOLS. 


The State Treasury will pay no more 


warrants before April. Between 400 and 
500 of the 2,500 districts in the State have 
not yet received their share of the $5,500,- 
000 for the current year. Many of these 
are small districts and depend, almost en- 
tirely upon the State appropriation to run 
their schools. The money due them in 
the aggregate is nearly $2,000,000. 


The suspension of payment is due di- 


rectly to the burning of the Capitol. The 
warrants and the warrant book of the De- 
partment of Public Instruction were des- 
troyed, along with many other valuable 
documents and papers. It will take the 
department some time to ascertain the 
districts which have not been paid, and 
get its affairs in shape.

The committee on programme I thin 


made a mistake in assigning this topi 
to me as I bave not had much expedenc 
in UiisJiDe, however, I will endeavor t 
open up the subject and will 'save it fo 
others to discuss. Market gardening a 
yet is only in its infancy in our county 
Every attention has been given to agr 
culture—the growing of the cereals, &c. 
aud right here I feel proud to say tha 
our Adams county farmers have made a 
rapid progress as any of our siste 
counties, but market gardening has beei 
neglected to a very great extent. Tner 
certainly is more money in it than ther 
is iu farming, especially when we con 
aider the amount invested. Five acre 
of ground properly used for that pur 
pose, set out in the different small fruit 
aud vegetables will net the owner mor 
nioiiey than he could possibly realiz 
from 100 acres by farming in a regula 
way. This has been fully demonstrate! 
by a reputable gentleman iu our cominu 
nity. Will refer you to Henry Dear 
dorff, of Arendtsville. He owns a farn 
aud apart from that he trucks from 5 t 
7 acres aud those few acres yield hi: 
more clear money than his farm. It i 
necessary to have a pretty good plot i 
btrawberri* s, also raspberries and black 
berries—all three very paying crop* 
Howard Peters, of Biglerville, sold 3.20 
quarts of strawberries from about on 
acre of ground, sold right here in Get 
tysburg at S cents per qt, making $£•")( 
Of course this includes expenses. Yo 
can start to market with two to fou 
crates of berries, CO boxes each and re 
turn home with 10 to 13 dollars in you 
pocket, and there is always a cleomiu 
for berries. 
But, says some one, 


many would engage in growing berrie 
we could not Und sale for all. I art mi 
we misrM glut our home market, but wi 
ut-ed not confine ourselves to our homi 
market alone. We are within reach o 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and Xew Yor! 
markets. We can get our produce t 
either of these markets just aa soon n 
we can get them to Gettysburg market 
Tho great trouble is aud always ha 
been, we never grew enough berries t 
make it a point to ship. We only pro 
duce enough for our home consumption 
.Now, farmers, don't do things that way 
There ought to be thousands of dollar 
coming iulo Adams Co. annually from 
tlie shipments of small fruits. The ex 
pressage and commission on a crate o 
berries of 00 qbi. shipped to Phila. i 
about 90 cents or H cent per box. Th 
crates are returned free of charge; no 
a great expense. All we want is t 
plant more extensively, grow more bei 
lies. In connection with the berries w 
want to grow the different kinds o 
vegetables. 
Tomatoes paid me ver 


well last season, but you want to ge 
them in market as early as possible, 
.sold my first at tlie rate of $3 00 pe 
bushel and from tbat on down to 4 
cents averaging about 7"> cents.

the earlier you can get them in, marke 
th^3 better. 
And quife early cabba; 


pays very well. You want to grow i 
great deal of sweet corn, planted at 3 o 
•t different times, planting 1'roui rea 
early to quite late. The.early and late 
always pay the best, never had an1 
trouble spiting it at It) cetits pjr dox. li 
the middle of the season have to take 
less sometimes. 
There is money ii 


growing corn at S to 10 cents per doz. I 
grow a good many cucumbers. The; 
pay greater prolits to the amount o 
ground used than any other crops 
grow, selliug them at from 3 to 6 cents, 
per dozen. Then I would i>ot by an> 
means overlook the lima beans—a met 
crop to grow and handle, and ranks next 
o cucumbers in point of profit.

season 1 sold my beans at S to 10 cents 
per (It., and one special advantage ii 
raising bot'i cucumbers and lima beany 
is this—>ou can take '2 to 3 dollars 
worth of eacti on your market wa^tm 
and take but. little space, leaving room 
for almost a full load of other market- 
ing.

I used tlie 
lionleiui mixture, but Jid not prevent it. 
IVrtiaps L did not use it right. Then 
there are different oilier things that are 
Crown to profit, such as early lettiu'e. 
oiiioas, peas, string beans. [>otatoes, *.Vc.. 
nil ot which are needed to complete a 
iull line of stock for the market garden- 
er, thereby enabling him to commence 
.1 arkeliug early ia the season and keep- 
ing at it until late iu the fall and even 
through the winter. 


Some one may ask where all this pro- 


duce could be sold if there were uiuuli 
more raised? A very fair question and 
should b'i answered. We all verv wel! 
know how it was last season. 
We hail 


an unusually good season. J'rovidenct 
seemed to smile upon us and we wen 
blessed with the early and latter rain:- 
aud we had an abundance of all kinds ol 
vegetables. Many ot our farmers came 
to town with whole wagon loads of mar- 
keting aud just completely glutted thf 
market. 
>ow there are two tiling 


hfre in order that trucking may be a suc- 
cess. The one is a eaniiiug house that 
will do business and the other is a mar- 
ket house. Had we a ciiuniug house 
these farmers, like Amos Sillik and 
others, would go direct to the tanninu 
house, unload and go home, leaving the 
town liiidefor the regular uuukel giu- 
lU'ut-r.

run here in Gettysburg I fail to know 
Hanover has one that lias been running 
NT }niis: one in l.iultslouii also.

know that our soil m this end ol Hit- 
county aud especially along our loo; 
hills is just as Wfll adapted, if not b-i- 
ti-r, for that purpose than it is in tin 
lower end of tlie county and yet no can 
i.'.ng house. 1 would urge that every el- 
Uirt be put forth to gel this enterpnseoi, 
tuot again. As mentioned bel'oie, an- 
other very serious drawback to the m.ir- 
kt-t gardener is the want of a tnuiket 
house. 1 contend that if we had a tn.ir- 
krt house in Gettysburg it would be bet- 
ter for all parties concerned. 1 am not 
here to complain of the prices we get fur 
our produce in Gettysburg, but the un- 
pleasantness of doing business where 
there is no market, peddling all over the 
town, ringing the bells and sticking oui 
noses into everybody's kitchen, certain!', 
is not very pleasant tome and I woult! 
think equally so on the other side, but 
right here 1 would s;ty that the gocd 
house-Mvesot Gettysburg, notwithstand- 
ing this continual anuoyace, have treateu 
nie with the greatest respect. A markr! 
would invite competition. Our good.- 
would be brought together side by side 
in oue place. People could make then 
purchases and go on their way rejoicing. 
Parties having a poor and inferior line 
of goods would have to sell them just 
for what they are worth, aud the man 
who has laboied to produce a good arti- 
cle will get a price equivalent. Main 
other advantages might be mentioned 
>"ow why it is that a noted place like 
Gettysburg, with its thousands of visi- 
tors, who annually corue here to look 
over the historic Battlefield aud places ot 
interest, should be without a market 
house 1 fail to understand. We have tlie 
electric cars, telephone, new school build- 
ing with al! tho modern improvements, 
also college buildings, seminary, all first- 
class, etc., but no market .House. Now 1 
will close by suggesting that the people 
of Gettysburg aud coimtry will so co-op- 
erate as to bring about the building of a 
market hou.-e in the near future, also the 
establishing of a permanent canning 
house. Then and then only will market 
gardening be a success iu Adums county.

WASTED FOODS. 


HIGH 'NUTRITIVE VALUE OF CORN FOD 


BEK FULLY DE31ONSTKATKD—AN 
IK POINT OF COST, FODDER STOVE 
AUD ENSILAGE AM5 SITJCn CHEAP 
ER THAN THE MUCH-VAUNTED FOU 
AGE. 


Because corn fodder can be easil 


grown and gives an abundance unde 
favorable conditions it is not regarde 
as valuable as experiments sbow. 
few years ago some experiments wer 
made al Amherst College which brougb 
out surprising facts, and as tbe wor 
extended over a term of. flve years th 
results are conclusive and have bee 
accepted. The high nutritive value o 
fodder corn, corn stover and good cor 
ensilage, as compared with that o 
English hay, counting, in all instances 
pound for pound of dry vegetable ma 
ter, was fully demonstrated. The gen 
eral condition of the animal on trial, a 
well as the quality and quantity of th 
milk obtained, also showed that the cor 
fodder, etc., possessed a high nutritiv 
value. To produce oue quart of milk 
using the same quantity and quality < 
grain feed, required in every instance 
large quantity of perfectly dried ha 
than of either fodder corn, corn stove 
or corn ensilage in a corresponding stat 
of dryness, the corn stover leading, an 
the net cost of feed ID the case of th 
same ration of grain feed was from one- 
third to one-half less per quart of mil 
when the fodders were used in the place 
of the hay in the diet of milch cows. Th 
hay used was English upland. 


The fact that in actual tests maiie th 


corn fodder, corn stover and ensilag 
proved fully equal or superior to gooc 
English hay for producing milk is no 
the only point iu favor of the fodde 
crops. The hay was worth $15 per toi 
at the time the experiments were made 
while fodder sold at only $5 per ton 
Here is where the saving of food can b 
considered. It is cheaper to grow 
large crop of fodder than of bay, as th 
grain is also a valuable portion, and 
hay is more valuable on the market tha 
fodder the farm should utilize the cheap 
er foods aud sell the dearer, espeeiall 
when experiments show that the cheape 
foods will give him equally as good re 
suits. II must not be overlooked, how 
ever, that in the «se of the coarse fooc 
(both of hay «Bd the fodders) grain au 
other concentrated feeding stuffs were 
allowed, bat that fact does not destro 
the results sought to be obtained, as i 
every method of comparison not onl 
the yields but the cost of production wa 
largely in favor of fodder. In feedin 
the rough foods the preparation mus 
ba considered, as uo waste was permi 
ted in any case where it could be avok 
ed. 


When the farmer leaves his shocks 


corn fodder in the field to becom 
frozen, beaten by winds, soaked by rain 
aud covered with snow he does what 1 
would not do with a crop of hay. I 
may be a time-honored custom that 
well observed to thus permit the wast 
of a valuable product of the farm, bu 
the effects are noticeable in the profits 
If the hay is worth storing where it ca 
be kept in the best possible condition, s. 
is the fodder, and if the farmer find 
that his cattle will not readily accep 
fodder taken from the fields he mus 
make some allowance for its condition 
Fodder that is cut do wn before the leave 
turn, and which has been well preser 
ed, is of much better quality than tba 
which is cut in an advam'sd stage an 
exposed in the fields during the winter 
It has been claimed that enough fodde 
is wasted in the United States ever 
year by being left standing in the field 
to givo a large profit on farming an 
that one of the chief causes of depre: 
sion among farmers in the waste of s 
much valuable feeding material. Sow 
that the fodder shredder and improve, 
ensilage and feed cutters can lessen th' 
work of the preparation of the feed th' 
waste should no longer occur.—Phila 
Record. 


Plow as early as possible, so as to giv 


the early weeds a chance to grow, whicl 
will enable you to destroy them whei 
they are small with a harrow. Ever; 
weed that can be started and destroyed 
before the crop is planted is one mor 
that will be out of the way. Some weed 
come up as soon as the frost leaves, am 
others do not start until June. Coustan 
cultivation destroys them before they 
can make growth and rob the soil o 
plant food. 


Two crops of cow peas can be grown 


and plowed in during the year. Sow thi 
first crop when corn is planted, and turn 
the vines under just when the seed pods 
are about to form. The plot may then 
t>e seeded to cow peas again and furnish 
another crop to be turned under. Lime 


:vnd ashes are excellent for such crops. 


AN apple orchard can be used in sev 


sral ways. A successful grower states 
that on his orchard he raises apples 
poultry, eggs, grass and pork. He al 
lows the hogs to work in the orchard eat 
.ug the fallen fruit, while his poultry 
house sets in tbe centre. In estimating 
the receipts and expenses he credits the 
and with all that it produces, and says 
that the orchard pays more than any 
other portion of the farm. 


IN all communities where the farmers 


appear more prosperous than in other 
lections it will be noticed that dairying 
s a specialty. Stock and clover are the 
'oundations of success, as the farm is 
.hereby kept in good condition while be- 
ng made to pay. A large portion of the 
roBt is in the increased capacity of the 
oil to produce, as the plant food existing 
herein is so much available material up- 
311 which to draw, and represents capital 
nvested. Hundreds of farmers grad- 
lally become wealthy owing to the 
reased valuation of their farms, al- 
hough they may bave apparently realiz- 
d no profit. 


PLANTING corn too close in the rows 


may be a disadvantage should the season 
e dry. A Missouri farmer, who makes 
rom 40 to 60 bushels per acre, lays off 
is rowa seven feet apart. His reasons 
or so doing are that tbe plants bave 
lore room for feeding, and they secure 
lore moisture. The crop can also be 
ultivated later in the season. His plan

who have not tried it should experiment 
with a small plot.
